PUBLIC LANDS

Washington, Dec. 17.—President Roosevelt today transmitted to con. 


gress three special messages—one dealing with the Panama canal and de- 
tailing his recent visit to the canal zone, another concerning public lands 
and needed legislation concerning the administration of them, and a third 
relating to the naval personnel and recommending important changes in 
the laws thereupon. 


The Panama message was of considerable length and was accompanied 


with voluminous appendices setting forth 
in detail the 
status of or the 


work, affairs of administration and the like. 


Tomorrow the president will transmit to congress a special message 


embracing the final report of late Secretary of Commerce and Labor Met- 
calf on the situation affecting the Japanese in Sau Francisco, 


Wednesday a special message embodying the president's reply to the 


resolution of the senate calling for detailed information concerning 
the 


dishonorable discharge of three companies 
of colored 
troops from the 


United States army for participation In the riots at Brownsville, Texas, will 
be transmitted. 


The reading of the messages took practically all of the time of the 


senate. The reading was delayed in the house by the fact that it was sus- 
pension day. The Panama message attracted great interest because it was 
elaborately illustrated, showing the work on the great waterway in its vari- 
ous stages. It was in the form of a very entertaining story of 
the presi- 


dent's visit. At it was read the senators followed It closely 
from hand- 


somely bound copies which had been laid on their desks.

Lowell Mill Hands Get More 


Pay—175,000 Will Share 


by New Years. 


Boston, Dec. 17.—The week before 


Christmas was ushered in happily to- 
day for nearly 20,000 operatives 
em- 


played in the cotton mills at Lowell 
and Chicopee, when an advanced wage 
scale went into effect. 
In Lowell the 


manufacturers granted to about 17,000 
operatives last Friday a five per cent 
increase in wages. 
The textile coun- 


cil, 
however, had been considering a 


request for a ten per cent Increase and 
at a meeting held last, night, it was de- 
cided to postpone action upon the ten 
per cent, demand until next Sunday. 


In Chicopee tho Dwight Manufactur- 


ing company posted notices in all de- 
parlmenls in all its mills Saturday that 
an advanced scale of wages would go 
Into effect Monday. The amount of 
the increase was not stated. The com- 
pany employs 1.900 hands. 
The ac- 


tion was voluntary on the part of the 
corporation. 
At the Chicopee 
Manu- 


facturing company's plants the union 
operatives are engaged in a discussion 
with the mill officials over a ten per 
cent increase which the company has 
said It could not grant. 


By New Years 175,000 cotton 
mill 


operatives all over New England are 
expected to bo participating In an ad- 
vance in wages amounting to from five 
to ten per cent.

MANY HOMICIDE CASES 


HEARD BY JUDGE 


GILJRT 


Former Congressman Tells 


of His New Duties in 


Philippines. 


In a letted to Attorney Sol A. Wood, 


his former law partner, Judge N. W. 
Gilbert, recently congressman from 
this district and now presiding over a 
court of the first instance in the Phil- 
ippines, tells of the beginning of his 
work upon the bench in the orient. 


The striking feature of the exper- 


ience Is that, in the first sixteen days 
Judge Gilbert was called upon to hear 
eighteen cases of homicide in greater 
or less degree. Mr. Wood has kindly 
permitted The Sentinel to reproduce 
the following extract from Judge Gil- 
bert's letter, dated October 2G: 


1 went to work the 10th day of-October, 
holding a special term of criminal court 
nt Malolos. which Is the capital of Bul- 
acan province, and you will remember, 
no doubt, the headquarters of Agulnal- 
do's government during the Insurrection. 
There has always been a great deal uf 
unrest and sedition In that province since 
that time. The conditions are gradually 
Improving. There IK a great amount of 
criminal business, however, and It piled 
up until the regular Judge waa unable to 
handle It. 
r do not know how long I 
.shall be there, but until the criminal 
docket Is cleared, 
I 
suppose—possibly 
several, weeks. 
I have already tried eighteen men 
charged with some degree of homicide, 
and ft number of others for other crimes. 
In that province nearly everybody speaks 
Tagalog. some few speak Spanish, and 
the Interpreter has to Interpret Spanish, 
Tagalng and Kngllsh. 
I have a good 
American stenngmpher and that aids me, 
as the shorthand notes are taken In Eng- 
lish, while If they were taken In some for- 
eign tongue I would bo pretty much lost. 
So far as the evidence is concerned, 
everything is translated 
Into 
English. 
The court records, however. In that pro- 
vince, ore kept In Spanish. I am getting 
so I can read Spanish to some extent, 
and I hope Jn two or three months to rend 
enough to get aloiiK without any trans- 
lation. 
I find 
T am gradually picking 
np In my Spanish vocabulary, anrt I get 
along pretty well except with the verbs. 
When I attempt to talk Spanish I leave 
out the verbs anil let my auditor supply 
the verbs he thinks proper. 
We arc delightfully situated In Manila 
I come buck every night. The weather 
Is delightful anil our health Is good. Peo- 
ple are very nice to ns. We have already 
made many friends, and I know of nothing 
lacking to make our life very pleasant

OK salads,, for it Is- -quite large. It is 
made like a hill on whicn Kris Kingle 
slides. This steep incline is of white 
crepe paper covered with frosting, and 
is so graduated that St. Nick's ride, is 
apparently a, quick one. 
The tobog- 


gan on which he sits is correct in 
every detail, and is white like the hill 
on which it rests.' Holding two white 
cords to guide the sled Kris Kingle, 
in a real sportsmanlike attitude, looks 
intently ahead, as If bent on making 
as quick a trip as is possible. On his 
back is s. pack of toys. 


An odd favor box Is made to look 


like the top of a red brick chimney, 
and on this Santa Glaus is riding on 
a see-saw, with a largo bull of anow 
on the other end to make the balance.

storm of wind and rain. From that time 
ire did not again see the *nn until Satur- 
day morning, the rain continuing almost 
•teartllr, bnt varying from a flue drliile 
to a torrential dotrnnour. 
Daring 
that 
time in fifteen minutes at Cristobal 1.05 
inches of rain fell; from 1 to 3 a. in., 
November 10, 8.2 Inches fell; for the twen- 
ty-four hours ending noon. Novem'-er 16. 
4.08 Inches fell, and for th» six days end- 
ing noon, November 16, 10.24 inches fell. 
The Chagres rose In flood to 
a. greater 
height than It had attained during the last 
fifteen year*, tearing out the tract In oue 
place. It would have been Impossible to 
see the work going on under more unfavor- 
able weather conditions. 
On Saturday. 
Sovember 17, the sun shone now and then 
for a few minutes, altho the day wits 
generally overcast and there were heavy 
showers at Intervals. 
„ 


On Thursday morning we landed 
at 
about half past seven and went slowly 
over the line of the 
First Day Ashore Panama railway. end- 
Ing with an expodl- 
tlon ID a tug at tbc Pacltlc entrance of 
the canal out to the Islands where the 
dredging for the canal will cease. We toot 
oor dinner at one of the eating booses fur- 
nished by the commission for the use of the 
government employees—no warning of our 
coming being given, 
I Inspected the An- 
oon hospital, going thru various wards both 
for white patients and for colored patients. 
] Inspected portions of the const nbnlary 
(zone police), examining the men individu- 
ally. 
1 also examined certain of 
the 
schools and saw 
school 
children, 
both 
white and colored, speaking with certnln 
teachers. In the afternoon of this day I 
wns formally received In Panama by Presi- 
dent Amador. who, together with the gov- 
ernment and all tho people of 
Panama, 
treated me with the most considerate cour- 
tesy, for which 1 hereby extend my most 
earnest thanks. I was driven thru Pana- 
ma and in a public square was formally re- 
ceived and welcomed by the president and 
otber,members of the government; and In 
the evening 1 attended a dinner given by 
the president, and a reception, which was 
also a government function. 
I also drove 
thru the streets of I'snama for the purpose 
of observing what bad been done. 
We 
slept at the Hotel Tlvoll. at Ancon, which 
Is on a hill directly outside of the city of 
Panama,-but in the zone. 
On Friday morning' we left the hotel 
at 7 o'clock and spent the entire day gu- 
1ns thru tho Culebra cut- 
Second Day the spot In which most 
work will have to be done 
In any event. We watched the 
different 
steam shovels working: we saw the drilling 
•nd blasting; we saw many of the dirt 
trains (of the two different types used), 
both carrying the earth away from the 
steiftn shovels and depositing It 
on 
the 
dumps—some of the dumps being run out 
IB the jungle merely to get rid of the 
earth, while in^other cases they nre being 
uted for double tracking the railway, :uid 
In preparing to build the great dams. I 
visited many 'of the different' villages, in- 
Meeting thoroly many of the buildings— 
the local receiving hospitals, the bouses In 
which the unmarried white workmen live, 
those In which the unmarried colored work- 
men live; also the quarters of the white 
married employees and- of the married col- 
ored employees; as well as the commissary 
store*, the bath houses, the water-closetK, 
the cook sheds for the colored laborers, 
and the government canteens, or hotels, nt 
Which most of the white employees take 
tbelr meals. I went thru the 
niacblua 
•bop*. During the day I talked with scores 
of 
different 
men—superintendents 
and 
tttid* ot departments, divisions, and bu- 
reaus; •Uam-ihorel mnn, machinists, con- 
ductor*, engineers, clerks, wives or the 
American employees, health ottcers, colored 
laborer*, colored attendants, nnd managers 
of tb» commissary stores, where food Is 
*old to the colored laborers; wire* or the 
colored employee* who are- -married. 
lit- 
the evening I had *u Interview with the 
British consul, Mr. Mallet, a 
gentleman 
who for manr yetr* hat well and. honorably 
represented the British government on the 
Isthmus of Fsasma and who has a peculiar 
relation to our work because tho bulk of 
the colored laborm come trom the Ilrltlsh 
Welt Iddles. I also law the French con- 
sul, Mr. tiey, a gentleman of equally long 
•«rvlc» and honorable record. 
I saw the 
lieutenants, the chief •xecutrre-and admin- 
istrative officers, under the engineering and 
•anltary d«pt>rtn«nt*. 1 »lso *nw and had 
long talks with two deputatlons-^ori* of 
machinists and one repmeottne tne rail- 
way m«n of tue dirt tralns-rllstenlng to 
what they had to say as to the rate 01 pay 
and various other matters and going over, 
as much In detail •* possible, all the dif- 
ferent questions they brought up. 
An to 
some mattus I was able to 
meet their 
wishes; as to others, I foil that what they 
requeued could not be done consistently 
with mj duty to the United- States govern- 
ment as a whole: as to yi>t others I re- 
ferred judgment. 
On Saturday mornlnj wo started nt S 
o'clock from the hotel.' • We wont tliru 
the Culebra out, stopping oil 
Third Day to se« tho marine*, and also 
to Investigate certain towns; 
one. of white employed!', a* to which In 
certain respects complaint'had Bociv made 
to me; »nd another town where I-wanted 
to set certain houiies of the colored, em- 
ployee*. Wa went over tho »lto of the 
proposed Oatun dart.' having on the first 
day irupected the sites of tho proposed 
La Boca, and Soaa dam*. 
W<t went out 


On a little toy railway to a rosorvolr, 
which had been built to supply tho people 
of Colon with water for their houses. 
There we took lunch at the engineers' 
mess. We than went thru the (tores and 
•hop* of Cristobal. Inspecting carefully 
the houses of both tho white and colored 
employee*, married and unmarried, to- 
gether with the other buildings. 
Wo 
than went to Colon and saw the tiro de- 
partment at work; In four minutes from 
the signal the engines hnd come down 
to Front street, and twenty-one 2H-lnch 
Sose pipes 
ware raising 
streams of 
water about 76 feet high. We rode about 
Colon, thru the various streets, paved, 
unpaved. and In process of paving. look- 
Ing at the ditches, sewers, curbing, nnd 
the lights. 
I then went over tho Colon 
hospital In order to compare Is with the 
temporary town or field receiving hos- 
pitals which I had already scan and In- 
spected. 
I also Inspected some of the 
dwellings of the employees. In the even- 
Ing I attended a reception given by the 
American 
employees on the Isthmus, 
which took pluce on one of tho docks 
In Colon, nnd from there went aboard 
the Louisiana. 


Each day from 
twelve 
to 
eighteen 
hour* were spont In going over and In- 
specting all there was to be seen, and la 
examining various employees. 
Thruout 
Wy trip I was accompanied by the sur- 
faon-general of the navy, Doctor Rlxey; 
M the chairman of the Isthmian Canal 
commission. Mr. Shonts; by chief Engin- 
eer Stevens: by Doctor Gorges, the chief 
«mttary officer of the commission; by 
Mr. Bishop, the secretary of the commis- 
sion; by Mr. Blplcy. the principal assist- 
int engineer; by Mr. Jackson Smith, who 
has had practical charge of collecting and 
handling the laboring force; by Mr. Blerd. 
jteneral manager of the railway, and by 
,Mr. Rogers, the general counsel of the 
commission; and 
many other officials 
joined us from time to time. 
At the outset I wish to pay a tribute 
to the amount of work 
done by the 
French Canal company under very diffi- 
cult circumstances. Many of the buildings 
they put up were excellent and are still 
In use. tho, naturally. th» houses aro 
now getting out of repair nnd arc being 
vised as dwellings only until other-Houses 
can be built, and much of the work they 
did in the Culebra cut, and some of tho 
work they did In digging has been of 
direct and real benefit. This country has 
never made a better investment than 
tho J40.COO.OOD which It paid to tho French 
company for work nnd betterments. In- 
cluding especially the Panama railroad. 
. An Inspection on the ground nt tho 
height of the rainy season served to con- 
vince me of the wisdom of congress In 
refusing to adopt either a. high-level or 
a. sea-level canal. There seems to be a 
universal agreement among 
all p«opl« 
competent to Judge that 
the 
Panama 
route, tho one actually chosen. Is much 
superior to both the Nicaragua and Da- 
rlen routes. 
Th» wisdom of tho canal management 
has been shown In nothing more clearly 
than In the way In

have yielded to the natural impatience of 
Ill-Informed outsiders and begun all kinds

deity until the 29th day of June, the 
date when the congress definitely and 
wisely settled that we should have «n 
55-foot level canal. 
Immediately after 
that the work begun In hara earnest and 
has been continued with Increasing vigor 
ever since; and it will continue so to pro- 
gress In the future. When the contracts 
lire let the conditions will be such as to 
Insure a constantly Increasing amount of 
performance. 
The first great problem to be solved, 
upon the solution of which the success of 
the rest of the work dopend- 
Succnsful vd. was the problem of sanl- 
Sanltatlon tatlon. 
This was from the 
outset under the direction uf 
Dr. W. C. Gorgas. who Is to be made a 
full member of the commission. It must neeu as «

be remembered that his work was not leatt scrupulous and most foolish of the 


pond In the middle. Dr. G«KWS had both 
the marsh and pond drained and th« 
brush cleared oft. so that now. when I 
went over the ground. It appeared like 
a smooth moadow Intersected by drain- 
Ing ditches. 
The breeding places nnd 
sheltering spots of the dangerous mos- 
quitoes had been completely destroyed. 
The result is that Corozal for the lapt 
six months (llko La Boca, which formerly 
also had a very unsanitary record), shows 
one of the best sick rates In the zone, 
having less than 1 per cent a week ad- 
mitted to tho hospital. At Corozal there 
la a big hotel filled with employees of the 
Isthmian Canal commission, some of them 
with their wives and families. 
Yet thlw 
healthy and attractive spot was stigma- 
as a "hog wallow" by one of the 


mere sanitation as the term Is under- 
stood In our ordinary municipal work. 
Thruout the zone and In the two cities 
of Panama and Colon. In addition to the 
sanitation work proper, he has hnd -to do 
all the work that the jnarlne,-hospltal 
service does as regards the nation, that 
the health department officers do In the 
various states and cities, and that Col- 
onel Waring did in New York when he 


professional scandal-mongers who from 
time to time have written about the com- 
mission's work. 
The sanitation work In the cities of 
Panama and Colon ha* been just as Im- 
portant 
as 
In the 
Improvements In 
zone Itself, and m 
Panama and Colon many respects much 
more 
difficult: 
be- 


cause It was necessary to deal with 4''0 
cleaned Its streets. 
The 
results have i already existing population, which natur- 
been astounding. The Isthmus has been ally had scant sympathy with revolu- 
a by-word for deadly unhealthfulness. 
Now, 
after two year* of our occupation 
the conditions as regards sickness arid 
the death rate compare favorably with 
reasonably healthy localities In the United 
State?. Especial care has been devoted 
to minimizing the risk due to the pres- 
ence of those species of mosquitoes which 
have been found to propagate malarial 
and yellow fevers. In all the settlements. 
the little temporary towns or cities com- 
posed of in" white and black employees, 
which grow up here and there in the 
tropic jungle as the needs of the work 
dictate, the utmost care is exercised to 
keep tho conditions healthy. Everywhere 
are to be seen the drainage ditches which 
in removing the water have removed the 
breeding places of the mosquitoes, while 
the whole jungle Is cut away for a con- 
siderable space around the habitation:, 
thus destroying: the places in which the 
mosquitoes take shelter. These drainage 
ditches and clearings are in evidence in 
every settlement, and. together with the 
invariable presence of mosquito screens 
around tho piazzas, and 
of 
mosquito 
doors to the houses, not to speak of the 
careful fumigation that has gone on in 
all infected houses, doubtless explain the 
extraordinary absence of mo*qultoes. As 
a matter of fact, but a single mosquito, 
and. 
this not of the dangerous species, 
was eeen by any member 'of our party 
during my three days on the Isthmus. 
Equal care Is taken by the inspector* 
of the health department to secure clean- 
liness In the houses and proper hygienic 
conditions of every kind. I inspected be- 
tween twenty and thirty water-closets, 
both those used by the white employees 
and those used by the colored laborers. 
In almost every case I found the condi- 
tions perfect. In but one case did I find 
them really bad. In this case, affecting 
settlement of unmarried white em- 
ployees. I found them very bad indeed, 
but the buildings were all inherited from 
the French company and were being used 
temporarily while other buildings trere 
In the course of construction: and right 
near the defective water-closet 
n. new 
and excellent closet with a good *ewer 
pipe was in process of construction 
and nearly finished. 
Nevertheless, this 


did not excuse the fact that the bad con- 
dition had been allowed to prevail. Tem- 
porary accommodations, even If only such 
as soldiers use when camped 
In , tlio 
field, should have been provided. Order* 
to this effect were Issued. I append the 
report of Dr. Gorgas on the Incident. 1 
was struck, however, by the fact that In 
this Instance, a* In almost every other 
where a complaint wa* m*de which proved 
to have any Justification whatever. It ap- 
peared that steps had already been taken 
to remedy the evil complained of. and that 
the trouble wnu mainly due to the extreme 
difficulty, and often impossibility, of pro- 
viding In every place for the constant In- 
crease in the number of employees. Gen- 
erally tho provision I* m»de In advance,, 
but It I* not powlble that this should 
always be the case: when It l« not there 
ensue* a. period of Umn during which the 
condition* are unsatisfactory, until n rem- 
edy can be provided; but I never found 
t case where the remedy was not being 
provided •• speedily a* potsible. 
I Inspected the 
large 
hospital* at 
Ancon nnd Colon, which are excellent cx- 


• ample* of what tropical 
.rlotplUI* «nd 
hospitals *hould be. I 
Their Treatment also Inspected tho re- 
ceiving 
hospital* 
In 
various *ettlement«. I went thru n. num- 
ber of the. wards In which the colored 
men are treated, a number of those In 
which the white men are treated—Amer- 
ican* and Spaniards. 
Both white men 
nnd black men are treated exactly alike, 
and their treatment Is a* good n* that 
which could be obtained In our first-class 
hospital* at home. All the patient* that 
I «dw. with one or two exception*, wero 
laborers or other employee* on the canal 
work* and railways, most of them being 
colored men of the 
ordinary laborer 
stamp. Not only are the mnn cnrefully 
cared for whenever they apply for care, 
but *o far a* practicable a watch I* kept 
io see that If they need It they nre sent 
to the hospitals, whether they de*lrc to 
5 


0 or. not. From no responsible *ourpo 
Id any complaint come to me as to the 
management of the hospital service, nltlio 
occasionally n very Ignorant West India 
negro when he Is first brought Into tho 
hospital become* frightened by the ordi- 
nary honpltal routine. 


Junt at present the health showing on 
the Isthmus Is remarkably good—so much 
better than In most 
Heclth Showing 
neotlonn of the linked 
Remarkably Good States that I do not 
believe that it can 
possibly continue at quite Its present 
average. Thus, early In the present year 
a band of several hundred-Spaniard* were 
brought to thn Isthmus as laborer*, and 
addition* to their number have bocn madu 
from time to time; yet since their arrival 
In February last but one of those Span- 
lards thus brought, over to work on the 
canal has died of disease, and he of ty- 
phoid fever. Two others wcrn Killed, one 
In *. railroad accident, and one bv a dyn- 
amite explosion. There has been for the 
la*t six months n well-nigh steady de- 
cline In the death rate for the population 
of the zone, this being largely due to the 
decrease 
in 
deaths 
from pneumonia, 
which has been tho most fatal disease 
on the Isthmus. • In October there wero 
89 death? of evry kind among thn em- 
ployees of the Isthmus. There were then 
on the rolls 5.500 whites, seven-eighth!) 
of thorn being Americans. 
Of 
these 
white* but two died of disease, and as it 
happened neither man was sn American. 
Of the 8.000 white Americans. Including 
some 1.200 women and children, not 
a. 
single death has occurrea In the past 
three months, whereas in an average city 
In the United States the 
number of 
deaths for a similar number of peoole In 


tlonary changes, the value of which they 
were for a long time not able to perceive. 
In Colon the population consists largely i 
of I'olored laborers who. having com" 
over from the West Indies to work on the 
canal, abandon the work and either take 
to the brush or lie Idle In Colon Itself: 
thus peopling Colon with .tho least desir- 
able among th" imported laborers, for the 
good and steady men of course continue 
at the work. 
Yet astonishing progress 
has been made in both cities. 
In Pana- 
ma ninety per cent of the streets that 
are to ho paved at all are already paved 
with an excellent brick pavement laid in 
heavy concrete, a few of the streets be- 
ing still In process of paving. The sewer 
and water services in the city are of the 
most modern and hygienic type, some of 
the service having just been completed. 
In Colon the conditions are peculiar, 
and it is as regards Colon that most of 
the very hitter complaint has been made. 
Colon Is built on a low coral Island, cov- 
ered at more or less shallow depths with 
vegetable accumulations of mold, which 
affords sustenance and strength to many 
varieties of low-lying 
tropical 
plants. 
Ono-half of the surface of the island is 
covered with water at high tide, the 
average height of the land being 114 feet 
above low tide. 
The slight undulations 
furnish shallow, natural reservoirs or fresh 
water breeding places for every variety 
of mosquito, and the ground tends to be 
lowest In the middle. 
When the town 
was originally built no attempt was made 
to nil the low ground, either in the streets 
or on the building sites, so that the en- 
tire surface was practically a tiuagmlre; 
when the quagmire become Impassable 
certain of the streets were crudely im- 
proved by filling especially b=d mud holes 
with soft rock or other material. 
In 
September. 1905. a systematic effort was 
begun to formulate a general plnn for 
the proper sanitation of the city; In Feb- 
ruary last temporary relief 
measures 
were taken, while in July the prosecu- 
tion of the work was begun In good earn- 
est. The results are already visible in 
the sewering, draining, 
guttering and 
paving of the streets. Some four months 
will be required before the work of sew- 
erage and street Improvement will b« 
completed, but the progress already mode 
Is very marked. 
Ditches have been dug 
thru the town, connecting the *alt water 
on both Eide*. and Into these the pond*, 
which have served as breeding places for 
the 
mosquitoes, are 
drained. 
These 
ditches have answered their purpose, for 
they are probably the chief cau*e of the 
astonishing diminution In the number of 
mosquitoes. 
More ditches of tile kind 
arc bring constructed. 
It wa* not practicable, with the force 
at the commission's disposal, and In view 
of the need that th*. force 
Colon Water should 
be 
used 
In 
the 
Supply 
larger town of Panama to 
begin this work before early 
last winter. Water main* were then laid 
In the town and water wft* furnished to 
the people early In March from • tem- 
porary reservoir. This rc*ervolr proved 
to be of Insuffclent capacity, before tho 
end of the dry «e**on »nd'th* shortage 
w** made up by hauling water over the 
Panama railroad. *o that there wa* at 
all times an Ample *upply of the very 
best water. 
Since that time the new 
reservoir back of Mount Hop* h»* been 
practically completed. I visited the re*- 
crvolr. It I* a lake over * mile long and 
half a, mile broad. 
It now carries *orno 


500.OAO.nOO gallon* of flr*t-cl*i* waior. 
I forward herewith a photograph of thl* 
lake together with certain other photo- 
graph* of what I Raw while I was on the 
mhmUB. 
Nothing but a cataclyim will 
hereafter render It n«ce»*»ry In the dry 
season to haul water for the u*e of Colon 
and Cristobal. . . 


One of the mott amutlng («* well a* 
dl*hon**t) attack* made upon the com- 
mlsilon was In connection with thl* res- 
ervoir. The writer In question usually eon- 
fined hlmielf to vague general mendacity; 
but In thl* cane be «peolfflcally stated that 
there w*.* no water In the vicinity fit for 
a reiervolr (I drank it, and It was excel- 
lent), and that this particular re*ervulr 
would never hold water anyway. Accom- 
panying this message, a* 1 have *ald 
above, I* a pn<Hbgr*ph of the reservoir 
an I myself mw It. and It has been in 
existence ever *inco the article In qu«»- 
tlon wa* publl*hed. With typical Amer- 
ican humor, the engineering corps still 
nt work at the re»ervolr havo christened 
a large boat which Is now being used 
on the reservoir by the name of the In- 
dividual who thus denied tha.possibility 
of the rt««rvolr'« existence. 
I rode thru the street* of Colon, seeing 
them at the bight of the rainy season, 
after tw.o day* of almost tin- 
Colon 
exnmpled downpour, when 
Pavement* they 
were at 
their 
very 
worst. 
Taken •* a whole 
they were undoubtedly very bad: as bad 
os Penneylvnnla avenue In "Wnnhlngton 
before 
Grant'* 
administration. 
Front 
street Is already In thoroly satisfactory 
shape, however. Some of the side streets 
arc also In good condition. In others the 
change In tno street* Is rapidlyy going on. 
n It Is now 
Thru throo-fourths of the tow 
possible to wnlk. even during the period 
of tremendous vain. In low shoes without 
wotting one's feet, owing to the rapid- 
ity with which the aurface water Is car- 
ried away In the ditches. In tho remain- 
ing one-fourth of the streets the mud Is 
very deep— about ns deep as In the Ordi- 
nary street of « low-lying prairie river 
town of the same size In the United 
States during early spring. 
All men to 
whom I snoko were h unit in saying that 
the condition of the Colon streets were 
100 per cent better than a year ngo. 
Tho most superficial examination of tho 
town shows the progress tlVftt has been 
mode and is being made In macadamizing 
thft streets. Complaint wns made to m^ 
by nn entirely reputable mnn as to the 
that time would have been about thirty . character _of somo of the material useO 
from disease. 
This 
very rernarknbl 
showing can 1101 nt course permanently 
obtain, but It certainly gota to prove that 
If good care Is taken the Isthmus Is not 
a particularly unhealthy place. 
In Oc- 
tober, of the 10.000 negroes on the roll 
eighty-six died from disease; pneumonia, 
betnfe the most destructive disease, and 
malarial fever coming second. The diffi- 
culty of exercising a thoro supervision 
over the colored laborers Is of course 
greater than 
Is the case 
among trio 
whites, and they aro nlao less competent 
to take care of thenisclven. which nc- 
counts for the fact'that their death rats 
is so much higher than that of the 
white*. In spite of tho fact thftt they 
have been used to similar climatic con- 
ditions. 
Even among the colored em- 
ployees It will be seen that the death 
rate is not high. 


In Panama and Colon the death rate 
has also been greatly reduced, this be

In performing 
all kinds of hygienic labor. A llttla over 
a year ago all kinds of mosquitoes, in- 
cluding the two fatal spenles, were numer- 
ous about tn« Culebrn cut. 
In thla cut 
during l.i*t October every room of every 
house was carefully examined, nnd only 


for repairing certnln streets. On inves- 
tigation 
rhe 
complaint 
proved 
well 
founded, but It nl*o appeared that the 
»:se of tno material In question had been 
abomloned. the commission after having 
tried it In one or two streets finding It not 
appropriate.

Well Foundad 
other honest complaints 
made to me. 
That I*. 
where the complaints were not made 
wantonly or maliciously, they werft al- 
most always proved dua to failure to ap- 
praelmo the fact that time was necessary 
in the creation and completion of thin 
Titanic work In a tropic wilderness. It 
Is Impossible to avoid some mistakes in 
building a giant canal thru jungle-covered 
mountains and swanps. while nt the same 
time sanitating; tropic cities, nnd provid- 
ing for the facdtng and general care of 
from twenty to thirty thousand workers. 
The complaints brought to ma, either of 
Insufficient provision in caring for soir.c 
Of tha laborers, or of failure to finish tho 
pavement* of Colon, or of failure to supply 
water, or of failure to build wooden side- 
walks for the use of the laborer* In tho 
rainy season, on investigation, proved, al- 
most without exception, to be due merely 
to the utter Inability of the commission 
to do everything at once. 
For Instance. It was Imperative that 
Panama,' which had the highest death rate 
and where the channa for a yellow fever 
two mosquitoes, neither of them of the 
two fatal specie*, were found.

met-t the frames of the bath houses are 
already.up. and In every ca«e the utmost 
effort Is being made to provide the wooden 
walks. Of course. In some of the newest 
camps tents are used pending the building 
of houses. Where possible. 1 think de- 
tached houses would be preferable to the 
soinl-detached 
houses now 
in- general 
use.Care and forethought have been exer- 
cised by the commission, and nothing 
has reflected more credit upon 
Unjust 
them than their refusal either 
Criticism to go ahead too fast or to b« 
deterred by th« fear of criti- 
cism from not going ahead fast enough. 
It IB curious to note the fact that many of 
the most severe critics of the Commission 
criticize htam for precisely opposite rea- 
sons, some complaining bitterly that the 
work Is not In a more advanced condi- 
tion, while the others complain that It 
has bern rushed with such haste that 
there has been Insufficient preparation for 
the hygiene and comfort of the employ- 
ees.. As a. matter of fact neither criti- 
cism Is Just. It would have been Impos- 
sible to go quicker than the commission 
has gone, for such quickness would have 
meant insufficient preparation. 
On the 
other hand, to refuse to do anything 
until every possible future contingency 
had been met would have caused wholly 
unwarranted delay. The right course to 
follow was exactly the course which has 
been followed. 
Ev**ry reasonable prep- 
aration was made In advance, the hy- 
gienic conditions In especial being mp.de 
as nearly perfect as possible: while on the 
other hand there has been no timid re- 
fusal to push forward the work because 
of Inability to anticipate every posslhla 
emergency, for. of course, many defects 
can only be shown by the working, "f the 
system In actual practice. 
In addition to attending to th« health 
of the employees. It Is of course necessary 
to provide for policing the zone. This 
Is done by a police force which at present j 
numbers ovr 2no men. under Captain ' 
Shanton. 
About one-fifth 
of the men 
are white and the others blacX. In differ- 
ent places I questioned some twenty or 
thirty of these men. taking them at ran- 
dom. 
They were a fine set. physically and 
and In discipline. With one exception all 
th« white men I questioned had served 
in the American army, usually In the 
Philippines, and belonged to the best typo 
of American soldier. Without exception 
tho black policeman whom I questioned 
had served either in the British army or 
In the Jamaica or Barbados police. They 
were evidently contented, and were doing 
their work well. Where possible the po- 
licemen nre used to control people of thclr- 
own color, but In any emergency no hes- 
itation Is felt in using them Indiscrimi- 
nately. 
Inasmuch ns so many both of the white 
and colored employees have* brought their 
families with them, schools have been 
established, the school service being un- 
der Mr. O'Connor. For the white pupils 
white American teacher* are employed: 
for the colored pupils there are also some 
white American teachers, one Spanish 
teacher, and one colored American teach- 
er, most of them being colored teachers 
from Jamaica. Barbados, and St. Lucia. 
The schoolrooms were good, and it was a 
pleasant thing to sco the pride that the 
teachers were taking in their work and 
their pupils. 
There seems to me to be too many sa- 
loon* In the zone: but the new high-li- 
cense law which goes Into effect on Jan- 
uary 1 next will probably close four-fifth* 
of them. Resolute and successful efforts 
aro being made to minimize and control 
the sale of liquor. 
The cam on the passenger trains, on 
tho Isthmus are divided into first and 
second class, the difference being marked 
In the price of tickets. A* a rule sec- 
ond-class p«*senger* are colored and fintt- 
class passenger* white: but In every train 
which I *aw there were a, number of 
white second-class passengers, and on two 
of them there were colored 
flrst-cluis 
passenger*. 
Next In Importance to tho problem of 
sanitation, and indeed now of equal Im- 
portance. 1* the problem of 
C*re of 
securing and caring for tn* 


Employe** mechanic*. 
laborer*, 
and 
other employees who actually 
do the work on the canal nnd the rail- 
road. 
Thl* great task has been under 
tho control of Mr. Jackson Smith, and 
on the whole hn» been well don*. 
At 
present there, nre some d.OOO white em- 
ployee* and some in,ooo colored «m- 
ployees on the Isthmus. I went over the 
dlrfere-nt place* where the different kind* 
of employees wer« working: I think I 
saw representatives of every type both 
at their work and in their home*: and 
I conv«r*ed with probably a couple of 
hundred of them nil told, choosing them 
nt random from every cla«* and Includ- 
ing tno** who came especially to present 
certain grievances. 
I found that those 
who did not come «pcclflcally to present 
grievances almost Invariably «xpre*t far 
greater content nnd satisfaction with the 
condition* than did those who called to 
reake. complaint. 
N«*rly 5,000 of the whlt» employee* had 
come from the United States. 
No man 
can •«« the»« young, vigorous men *n»r- 
gotlc*lly doing their duty without a thrill 
of pride In them ns American*. They 
represent 'on an average n high cln*«. 
Doubtless to congress the wage* p»ld 
them will eectn high, but as a mutter of 
fact the only general complaint which I 
found hnd any real basis among the corn- 
plaint* made to me upon the I»thmu» was 
that, owing to the peculiar surrounding*, 
the cost of living, and the distance from 
homo, the wages were not an high a* they 
should be. In fact, almost every man I 
spoko to felt that ho ought to be receiv- 
ing more money—a view, however, which 
the average man who stays at b,"1" '" 
th« United States probably likewise hold* 
a* regards himself. I append figures of 
the wage*, paid, to that congress can 
judge the matter for Itself. I-atcr I shall 
confer on the subject with certain repre- 
sentative labor men here In the United 
States, as well as going over with 'Mr. 
Steven*. th« comparative wages paid In 
the zone and at home; and I may tlien 
communicate my findings to the cnnnl 
committee* of the two houses. 


Tho white Americans 
are employed. 


*om« of them In office work, put the 
majority 
In 
handling 
Quarter* Good 
tho great steam shov- 
and Satisfactory eis.. as engineers and 
conductors on the dirt 
trains, as machinists In tho great repair 
shop*, ns carpenters and 
timekeepers, 
superintendent*, and foremen of divis- 
ions and of gangs, and so oh and so on. 
Many of them hnvo brought down their 
wives and families; and 
the 
children 
when not In school are running about and 
.behaving precisely as the American small 
boy and girl behavo at home. Tho bach- 
elors among tho employees llvo. some- 
times in small separate houses, some- 
times In largo hoti*ct<; quarter* being 
furnished free to all the men, married 
and unmarried. 
I'cually th« bachelor* 
sleep two In a room, as they would do In 
this country. I found a few cases where 
three were in a room; and I was told of, 
altho I did not sec. large room* In which 
four were sleeping: for It is not possible 
In what Is really a vast system of con- 
struction camps always to provide in ad- 
vhnce ns ample houao room as the com- 
.mlsslon intend Inter to give.. In one case, 
where the house was an old'French houie 
with a leak in the roof, I did not think 
the accommodation* were good. But in 
every other 
ca»e among tha scores of 
houses I entered at random, the accom- 
modations wero good; every room was 
neat nnd clean, usually having books, 
magaslnes. and small ornaments: nnd In 
short Just such a room ns a self-respect- 
ing craftsman would be glad to live In 
at home. The quarters for the married 
people wore oven better. Doubtless there 
mu»t be here nnd there a married couple 
who, with or without reason,- are not 
contented with tholr house on the Isth- 
mus; but I never happened to strike such 
a couple. The wives of the steam-shovel 
men, 
engineers, machinists and carpen- 
ter* Into whose houses I went, all with 
one accord exprest their pleasure In their 
home life and surroundings. 
Indeed I 
do not think they could have done other- 
wise. 
The houses themselves were ex- 


cellent—bathroom, sitting room, 
piazza, 
nnd bedrooms being all that could be de- 
sired. In every house which I happened 
to enter the mletrese of tha house was 
evidently a good American housewife and 
helpmeet, who hnd given to the home 
life that touch of attractiveness which, 
of course, the bachelor quarters neither 
had nor could havS 
The houwc wives purchase their sup- 
plies directly, or thru 
their 
husbands, 


from 
the 
commissary 
Food Supplies— stores of tho oommle- 
A Thirty-Cent 
slon. 
All to whom I 


Meal 
spoke agreed that tho 
supplies were excellent, 
and all hut two stated that there was no 
complaint to be mode; theso two com- 
plained that the prfocn were excessive 
as compared to the prlpes In the states. 
On Investlcdtlon. 1 did not feel that this 
complaint was wnll founded. The married 
men ate »t homo. Thf tir.m»rvlerl men 
sometimes xte at private boarding houses. 
or private messes, but, more often. Ji'dst- 
Inff hv th* An«t?«r£ of tjjc.ce whom I <««GR- 


tloned. at the government canteen or ho- 
tel* where the meal costs 30 cent* to 
each employee. The 30-eent meal struck 
me as being as good a meal as we get 
in the United States at the ordinary ho- 
tel In which a 60-cent meal Is provided. 
Three-fourth* of the men whom I ques- 
tioned stated that the meals furnished at 
these government hotel* were good, the 
remaining one-fourth that they were not 
good. I myself took dinner at the La Boca 
government hotel, no warning whatever 
having been given of my coming. There 
were two rooms, as generally In these 
hotels. In one the employees were al- 
lowed to dine without their coats, while 
In the other they had to put them on. 
The 30-cent meal included soup, native 
beef (which was good), mashed potatoes, 
peas, beets, chili con carne. plum pudding, 
tea. coffee—each man having as much of 
each dish as he desired. 
On the table 
there was 
a bottle of liquid 
quinine 
tonic, which two-thirds of the guests, as 
I wa* Informed, used every day. There 
were neat tablecloths and napkins. The 
men. 
who were taking the meal at or 
about the fame time. Included railroad 
men. 
machinists, shipwrights, and mem- 
bers of the office force. The rooms were 
clean, comfortable, and airy, with mos- 
quito screens around the outer piazza. 
I was Informed by some of those present 
that this hotel, nnd also the other similar 
hotels, were every Saturday night turned 
into clubhouses 
where 
the American 


officials, the school teachers, nnd various 
employees, 
appeared. 
bringing 
their 
wives, there belns dancing and singing. 
There was a piano in the room, which 
I was informed was used for the music 
on' these occasions. 
My meal was ex- 
cellent, and two newspaper correspond- 
ents who had been on the Isthmus sev- 
eral days Informed me that It was pre- 
cisely like the meals they had been get- 
ting elsewhere at other government ho- 
tels. One of the employees was a cousin 
of one of the secret-service men who was 
with nip. and he stated that the meals 
had always been good, but that after a. 
time he grew tired of them because they 
seemed to much alike> 
I came to the conclusion that, speak- 
ing generally, there WHS no warrant for 
complaint about 
the 
No Cause for 
food. 
Doubtless 
it 
Complaint About grows monotonous nf- 
Food 
ter awhile. Any man 
accustomed to hand- 
ling large masses of men knows that some 
of them, even tho otherwise very good 
men. .ire sure to grumble about some- 
thing, and usually about 
their 
food. 
Schoolboys, college boys, and boarders 
In boarding houses make similar com- 
plaints: so do soldiers and sailors. On 
this very trip, on one of the warships, a 
seaman came to complain to the second 
wntch officer about the quality of the 
cocoa at the seamen's mess, saying that 
It was not sweet enough; It was pointed 
out to him that there wa» sugar on the 
table and he could- always put it In. tu 
which he responded that that was the 
cook's business and not his! I think that 
the complaint as to tha food on the 
Isthmus has but llttl* more foundation 
than that Of the sailor In question. More- 
over. I was given to understand that one 
real cauie of complaint was that at the 
government hotels no liquor was serwd, 
and some of the drinking men. therefore, 
refused to go to them. The number of 
men using the government hotels is 
steadily Increasing. 
Of the nineteen or twenty thousand day 
loborers employed on the canal, a few 
hundred 
are 
Spaniards. 
Chinese and These do excellent work. 
Other Labor Their foremen told me that 
they did twice as well as 
the West India 
loborers. 
They 
keep 
healthy and no difficulty Is experienced 
with them in any way. Some Italian la- 
borer* are nlm) employed In connection 
with the drilling. As might be expected, 
with labor as. high priced as at present In 
th« United States. It has not so far proved 
practicable to get any ordinary laborere 
from the United States. The American 
wage-worker* on the Isthmus are th* 
highly p«|d skilled mechanic* of the type* 
mentioned previously. A steady effort 1* 
h»lng made to secur« Italian*, and espe- 
cially to procure more Spaniard*, because 
of the very *atl»factory result* that have 
com* from their employment; and their 
numbers will bo increanefl as far a* pos- 
sible. It ha* not proved possible, how- 
aver, to get them In anything like the 
numbers needed for the work, and from 
pregont appearances we »hall in' th* main 
have to rely, for the ordinary unskilled 
work, partly, upon colored laborers from 
tlin West Indies, partly upon Chinese la- 
bor. It certainly'ought to bo unnecessary 
to point out that the American working- 
man In the United State* has no concern 
whatever )n thn question ** to whether 
the rough work on the Isthmus, which.I* 
performed by alien's in any »vent, I* done 
by alien* from one country with *. black 
skin or by aliens from another country 
with n yeUow skin. Our business in to 
dig the canal as efficiently and as quickly 
a* possible: provided always flint nothing 
Id done that Is Inhuman* to any laborer*, 
and nothing that Interfere* 
with 
the- 
wage* of or lower* tho standard of liv- 
ing of our own workmen. 
Having In 
vl«w this principle, I h».v» -arranged to 
try *ov«ral thousand Chln«»e laborer*. 
Thl* Is desirable both beeauie we must 
try to find out what laborer* *r« most 
efficient.' and, furthermore: because we 
»hould not leave ourselves' *t tho mercy 
'of any one type of for»lgrt labor. 
At 
present the great bulk of the unskilled 
labor on tho Isthmu* I* done by West 
India, negro**, ohiony from J«m»lc», Bar- 
bados, and oth*r English po*se*elori*. 
One of the governors of the lands In ques- 
tion ha* *hown an unfriendly disposition 
to our work, and ha* thrown obstacles 
in the way of our getting the labor need- 
ed; and It highly undesirable to give any 
outsiders tho 
Impression, 
however 
III 
founded, that they .are Indispensable and 
can dictate term* to u8. 
The Vfett India laborer* »r« fairly, but 
only fairly, satlefactory. 
Som* of tho 
mon do very 
well. 
Negro Lnbor«r« 
Indeed; 
the 
better 
ana Their Quarters class, who are to be 


found as foremen, us 
*klllcd mechanics, 
a* 
policemen, 
ara 
good men; and many of tho ordinary dav 
laborer* are also good. But thousands 
of those who are brought over under 
contract (at our expense) go off Into the 
jungle to live, or loaf n round Colon, or 
work so badly after the first three or four 
days a* to cause a serious diminution of 
the amoijnt of work performed on Friday 
and Saturday of each week. I questioned 
many of- these Jamaica laborar* n* .to 
the conditions of their work nnd what, 
if any change*, they wl*ht. I received 
many complaint* from them, but as re- 
garde most of these complaint* they them- 
selves contradicted one another. In all 
canes where tho complaint was as to 
their treatment by any Individual it proved 
on examination that this Individual wns 
hlmtelf a. West India man of color, either 
a policeman, a storekeeper, or an assist- 
ant storekeeper. 
Doubtless there rnust 
be many complaints against Americans,; 
but those to whom I spoke did not happen 
to make any such complaint to me. There 
was no complaint of the housing; I saw 
but ono sfct of quarters for colored labor- 
ers which I thought poor, and this was 
in an old French house. The barracks for 
unmarried men arc roomy, well venti- 
lated, and clean, with canvas bunks for 
each man. and a k)n<1 of fal«e attic at 
the top, where tho trunk* apd other be- 
longings of the different meri are kept. 
The clothes are huns on clotheslines, 
nothing being allowed to be kept ort thc 
floor. In each of these big room* there 
were tables and lamps, and usually a 
few books or papers, nnd In almost ev- 
ery room there wa» a Bible; the hooka, 
being the property of tiie laborer* them-' 
solves. 
The cleanMnesa of the quarters 
is' secured 
by daily 
inspctlon. 
The 
quarters for the married negro laborers 
were good. 
They were neatly kept, nnd 


In almost every cnso the men living In 
them, whose wive* Or daughters did tho 
cooking for them, were far better satis- 
fied and of n higher grade than the or- 
dinary bachelor negroes.. Not only were 
tho quarters In which these negro labor-, 
era were living much qupjrlor to tho** 
In which I «rn Informed thdy live .at home 
but they were much superior to the hufs 
to he seen in the Jungles of Panama. It- 
self, beside the railroad tracks. In which 
the lower class of natlva Panaman* live 
as well as the negro workmen when they 
leave the employ of the nanal and go into 
the jungles. 
A single glance at the two 
sets of building* Is enough to show the 
great superiority In point of comfort, 
cleanliness, and healthfulness of tho Gov- 
ernment houses as compared with tha na- 
tive houses. 
Tho negroes generally do. their own 
cooking, the bachelors cooking In sheds 
.provided by th« gov- 
fjegroei Do their eminent 
and 
using 
Own Cooking 
their own 
pots. 
In 


. the 
different 
camps 
there was n wide variation In the char- 
acter of these cooking sheds. 
In some 
where the camps wero completed, the 
Icltohcn or cooking sheds, ns well ns th* 
bathrooms and water-closets, were all In 
excellent trim, while there were board 
sidewalks lending from building to build- 
ing. 
In other camps tho kitchens or cook 


shed* had not been floored and the side- 
walk* had not been put down, while In 
one camp the bath houses were not yft 
up. In each case, however, ever}" effort 
wa* being made to hurry on the con- 
struction, and I do not believe that the 
delays had been greater than were In- 
evitable In such work. The laborer* ore 
accustomed to do their own cooking, but 
there was much 
complaint, 
especially 
among the bachelors, as to the quantity, 
and some as to the quality, of the food 
they got from the commissary depart- 
ment, especially ns regards yams. 
On 
the other hand, the married 
men and 
their wives, and the more 
advanced 
among the< bachelors, almost Invariably 
exprest themselves as entirely satisfied 
with their treatment at the commissary 
stores: except that they stated that they 
generally could not get yams there, and 
had to pun-base 
them 
outside. 
The 
chief complaint was that the prices were 
too high. It la unavoidable 
that the 
prices should be higher than In their own 
homes: and after careful investigation I 
came to the conclusion that • the chief 
trouble lay in the fact that -the yams, 
plantains, and tho like are rather perish- 
able food, and nre very- bulky compared 
to the. amount of nourishment they con- 
tain, so that it is costly to Import them 
in large quantities and difficult to keep 
them. Nevertheless. 1 felt that an effort 
should bi> made to secure them a more 
ample supply of ther favorite food, and 
so directed: and I believe that ultimately 
the Government must itself feed them. 
I am having this matter looked into. . 
The euperintepdent having Immediate 
charge of one gang of men at the Colon 
reservoir stated that he- endeavored lo 
get them to substitute beans nnd other 
nourishing food for the stringy, watery 
yams, because 
the 
men 
keep 
their 
strength and health better on the more 
nourishing food. 
Inasmuqh. however, 
as they are accustomed to yam* It Is dif- 
ficult to get them 
to eat the 
more 
strengthening faod.and some time elapses 
before they gr.ow accustomed to It. At 
this reservoir there haB been a curious 
experience. 
It Is off In the Jungle by 
Itself at the end of a couple of miles of a 
little toy railroad. 
In order to get the 
laborers there, they were given free food 
(and 
of oourse t\m fcdglngH); and yet it 
proved difficult to keep them, because 
they wlsht to be where they could reach 
the dramshop and places of amusement. 
I was Struck by the superior comfort 
and respectability of the lives of the 
married 'men. It would. In roy opinlo'n. 
be a m«st admirable thing If a much 
larger-number of the men had their wives, 
for with their advent all complaints 
about -the food and cooking are almost 
sure to cease.' 
I had an Interview with Mr. Mallet, 
th* British consul, to find out if there 
was any just cause for complaint as to 
the tratment of the West India negroes. 
He Informed me most emphatically that 
there wa* not. and authorized me to 
give hi* statement publicity. 
He said 
that not only was the condition of'the 
laborers far better th»n had been the 
case under the old French bompany. 
but that year by year the condition wns 
Improving under our own regime. 
He 
stated that complaints were continually 
brought to him. and that he always- in- 
vestigated them; and for the last six 
months he had failed to find ft single 
complaint of n serious, nature that cob- 
tained any justification whatever. 
One of the greatest needs at present 
is to provide amusements both for the 
white 
men 
and 
the 
Recreation and black. The Young Men's 
Amusement 
Christian association • Is 
trying to do good work 
and should be in every way encouraged. 
But the government should do the main 
work. 
I have specifically called themt- 
tcntlon of the commission to thl* matter, 
and something has been accomplished al- 
ready. 
Anything don* for the w«lf»r« 
of the mon add* to their efficiency and 
money (lex-oted to that purpose Is there- 
fore properly to be considered as spent 
In building the canal. It I* Imperatively 
necessary to provide ample 
recreation 
and amusement if the men are to be kept 
well and healthy. I call the special at- 
tention of congrcs* to this need. 
Thl* gathering, distributing, and carlnc 
for the great force of laborer* Is one of 
the giant features of the work. 
That 
friction will from time to time occur In 
connection therewith Is Inevitable. Th« 
aKtonlshlng thing Is that th* work has 
been performed »o well and that tho ma- 
chinery runs so smoothly. From ray own 
experience I am «bl« to say that more 
euro hna beeii exerclged In housing, feeding 
and generally paying heed to the needs 
of the skilled mechanics And ordinary la- 
borer* In the work on this Canal than Is 
the case In the construction of new roll- 
roads or any slmiUr pHva.1* or public, 
work In the United States proper: nnd It 
Is the testimony of nil the people compe- 
tent to speak that on no Other similar 
work anywhere In the tropic*—Indeed, .is 
far n* I know, anywhere *l*i?—lift* thorn 
been *uch forethought and such success 
nchlored In providing for tn« need* or 
the men who do the work. 
I hnvp now dealt with the hygienic 
conditions which make It po«slb!« to em- 
ploy » great fore* of laborer*, and with 
thn task of gathering, housing arid feed- 
ing these laborer*. 
There rcnmjn* to 
consider the actual work which hnft 10 
be done; the work becauie of Which these 
laborers arn gathered together—tho work 
of constructing the canal. 'Thin i* under 
the direct control of the chief engineer. 
Mr. Stevens, who has already shown ad- 
mirable results, and wh,orn w* can «attoly 
trust to achieve similar results In the 
future. 


Our people found on the Isthmus a cer- 
tain amount of old French material rind 
equipment which could be used. Sorne of 
it, lh' addition. cou)d bo sold it* scrap 
Iron. Somfi could be used for furnishing 
the foundation for filling In. For much 
no possible u«e could be devised that 
would not cost more than It would bring 
In.The work Is now going on with a vigor 
and efficiency pleasant to witness. 
The 


~- 
three big problem* of tho 
Work of 
canal are the 
I-n Boca 
Construction dame, the Qatim dam, and 
the Culebra cut. The Cule- 
bra cut must be made, anyhow: but of 
course changes a* to the dam*, or nt 
least as to the lock* adjacent to the dam*, 
may still occur. The La Boca dams offer 
no particular problem, the bottom mate- 
rial being so good that there Is a prac- 
tical certainty, not merely .as to what can 
b.e achieved, but as to the time of achieve- 
ment. 
The Gatun dam offers the moat 
serious problem which we have to solve; 
and yet the ablest men on the Isthmus 
believe that this problem Is certain of 
solution along the lines' proposed; altho. 
of course. It necessitates great toil, en- 
crffy. nnd intelligence, and altho equally, 
of course, there will be some little'risk 
In connection with the work. 
If the 
huge earth dam, now contemplated 
Is 
thrown across from one foothill to the 
other we will have what Is practically ft. 
low, broad, rnquntain ridge behind which 
will rise the Inland lake. This artificial 
mountain will probably show less seepage, 
that Is. will havo greater rostrnin.ing ca- 
pacity than the average natural mountain 
range. 
Tho exact locality of the locks 
at this dam—as nt the other dam*—is now 
being determined. In April next Secre- 
tary Taft. with three of 'the ablest en- 
gineers of the country-^Messr?. 'Noble. 
Stearns, anfl Rlpley—will vii'It the Isth- 
mus, and the three engineers will make 
the final and conclusive examinations'as 
to the exact site for each lock. 'Mean- 
-whiio the work is going ahead without n 
break. 
The Culebra cut does not offer such 
Krent risks; that Is. the damage liable 
to occur from occasional land slip* will 
not represent what may be called major 
disasters. The work w|ll merely call for 
Intelligence, perseverance, and executive 
capacity. It Is. however, the work upop 
which most lahnr will have, to be spent. 
The darns 
will be composed of 
th* 
earth taken out of the cut and very po»- 
stbly the building of the looks and, dams 
will take even longer than the cutting In 
Culebrn. itself. 
' 


The main work Is now being done In 
the Culcbro cut. 
It wa* striking apd 
Impressive to set 
the 
In Culebra Cut 
huge steam shovels In 
full play, the 
dumping 
trains carrying away rook and earth they 
dislodged. The Implements of French ex- 
cavating machinery, which often stand 
a little way from the line of work, tho 
of excellent construetlon, look like the 
veriest toys when compared with these 
new steam shovels, ju*t as the French 
dumping car* «eem like toy car* when 
compared with the long trains which are 
now in use. Thla represent* the. enorm- 
ous advance that has been made In ma- 
chinery during 
the past qu,arter 
of n 
century. No doubt a quarter of ». century 
hence thl* new machinery, of whloh we 
nre now no proud,.will similarly jeem 
out of date, but It la certainly tervlng 
Its purpose well now. The old French 
cars had to be entirely discarded. \ We 
still have, in use a few of the more mod- 
rrn, but not most modern, ears, which 
hold but twelve yards of earth. They can 
be employed on certain llnec with sharp 
curves. 
But the recent care hoi* from 


twenty-five to thirty yards apiece, and 
Instead of the old clumsy methods of un- 
loading them, a steam plow Is draw* 
from end to end of the whole vcstlbulao 
train, thus Immensely economizing labor. 
In tho rainy Poason the steam shoveli 
can do but little In dirt, but they work 
steadily In rock and In the harder ground. 
There was some twenty-five at work durj 
ing the time I was on the Isthmus, ana 
their tremendous power and 
efficiency 
were most Impressive. 
As soon at the type of canal was de- 
cided this work began in good earnest. 
The rainy season will 
New Record* for shortly be over 
and 
Excavation 
then there will be an 
Immense Increase In 
the amount taken out; but even during 
the last three months. In the rnlny season, 
steady progress is shown by,the figures* 
In August. 242.000 cubic yards; in Sep« 
tember. 251.000 cubic yards, and In Octo- 
ber. 326.000 cubic yard*. In October new 
record* were established for tho output of 
Individual shovel*, a* well as for the. ton- 
nag* haul of Individual locomotives. 
I 
hope to see the growth of a healthy splrll 
of emulation between the different shovel 
and locomotive crews. Just such a spirit 
a* has grown on our battleships between 
the different gun crews in matters of 
marksmanship. Passing thru the cut thtj 
amount of new work can be seen at a 
glance. 
In one place the entire side of 
a hill had been taken out recently by 27 
tons 
of 
dynamite, 
which 
were 
ex- 
ploded at one blast. 
At another place I 
was given a presidential salute ol 21 
charges of dynamite. 
On tne top notch 


of the Culebra cut the prism Is now ft* 
wide as it will be; all told, the canal bed 
at this point has, now been sunk about 
200 feet below what is originally was. 
It 
will have to be sunk about 13" feet 
further. 
Thruout the cut the drilling, 
blasting, shoveling and hauling are going 
on with constantly Increasing energy, the 
huge shovels being prest up. as If they 
were mountain howltera. into the most 
unlikely looking places, where they eat 
their way Into the hillsides. 
The most advanced methods, not only 
In construction, but in railroad manager 
ment. have been applied 
Railway 
in the zone, with corre*- 
ImprOvemeRts ponding economics in time 
and cost. ' This has been 
shown In the handling of the tonnage 
from ships into car*, and from cars into 
ships on the Panama railroad, -where, 
thanks largely to the efficiency of Gen- 
eval Manager Blerd. the saving in tlmo 
and cost, has been noteworthy. My ex- 
amination tended to show that some of 
tho departments had (doubtless neces- 
sarily) become overdeveloped, and could 
now be reduced or subordinated without 
impairment of efficiency and with a sav- 
ing of cost. The chairman of the com- 
mission. Mr. Bhonts. has all matter* of 
tliis kind constantly In view, and Is now 
reorganizing the government of the zone. 
so as to make the form of administration 
both more flexible and less expensive, 
subordinating everything to direct effi- 
ciency with a view to the work of the 
canal commission. 
From time to time 
ohnnge* of this kind will undoubtedly 
have to be made, for It must be remem- 
bered that in this giant work of construc- 
tion, It Is continually necessary to develop 
departments Or bureaus, which nre vital 
for tho tlrne being, but which will soon 
become Useless; just as it will be con- 
tinually necessary to put up buildings, 
and even to erect towns, which In ten 
years will once more'give place to Jun- 
gle, or will then.be at the bottom of the 
great lakes at the ends of the canal. 
It Is hpt only natural, but Inevitable, 
that a work as gigantic" as this which 
has been undertaken on the 
Critic* and Isthmus should arouse every 
Doubting 
»pecles of hostility and crit- 
Thomaies 
Iclsni. 
The condition* are 
so new and so trying, and 
the work 80 vast, that It would be ab- 
solutely out of the question that mistake* ' 
should not be made. Checks will occur. 
Unforeseen difficulties will arise. 
From 
time to time seemingly well-nettled plan* 
win have to bo changed. At present 35.- 
000 men are engaged on the task. 
Aft«r 
a while tho number will be doubled. 
In 
such a multitude It Is Inevitable that 
there should be here and there a scoun- 
drel. Very many of the poorer class of 
laborers lack the mental development to 
protect themselves agnln*t either the ras- 
cality of other* or their own folly, nnd 
It Is not possible for human wladom to 
devise a plnn by which they can Invar- 
iably be protected. In a place which lifts 
been for nge* a byword for unnenlthful- 
ncss, and with *o inrge a congregation nf 
strangers suddenly put down *nd set to 
hard work there will now and then be 
outbreak* of disease. 
There will now 
and then be shortcoming* In administra- 
tion; ther* will, fio unlookt.-for accident* 
to delay, the. cicnvntlon of-the out or the 
building of the (Inme nnd locks. 
Each 
such Incident will be entirely natural, and. 
even tho serious, no one of them will 
mean more, thmi n, little extra delay «r 
trouble. 
Yet each, when discovered by 
sensation mongers and retailed to timid 
folk of little faltli. win serve nn nn excuse 
for -the belief that tho whole work I* 
bnlna; badly managed. Experiment* wHI 
continually be tried In housing. In hy- 
giene. In street repairing. In dredging, 
find In dlgflpg rarth am) rock. Now nnC

I accompany this paper with a map 


showing substantially what the canal will 
be like when it is finished. When the 
fulebra eut has been made and the dams 
built (if they are built as at present pro- 
posed) there will then be at both the Pa- 
cific and Atlantic ends of the canal, two 
great fresh water lakes, connected by a 
broad channel running to the bottom of 
a ravine, across the backbone 
of the 


western hemisphere. Those best Informed 
believe that the work will be completed 
In about eight years; but It is never safe 
to prophesy about such work as this, es- 
pecially In the tropics. 


I am informed that representatives of 


the commercial clubs of four cities—Bos- 
ton, rhlcago, Cincinnati and St. Louis— 
the membership of which Includes most 
of the leading business men of those 
cities, expect to visit the Isthmus for the 
purpose of examining the work of con- 
struction of the canal. I am glad to hear 
it. and I shall direct that every facility 
be given them to see all that Is to be seen 
in ihe work which the government is do- 
ing. 
Such interest as a visit Ilk'* this 


would indicate will have a good effect 
upon the men who are doing the work, 
on one hand, while on the other hand it 
will offer as'witnesses of the exact con- 
ditions men whose experience as business 
men and whose impartiality will make 
the result of their observations of value 
to the country as a whole.

effect is to turn over the public tim- 
ber lands to great corporations. It 
has done enormous harm. 
It is no 


longer needed, and it should be re- 
pealed. 


The desert land act results BO fre- 


quently in fraud and so compara- 
tively seldom"in making homes on 
the land that it demands 
radical 


amendment. That provision which 
rerT-Hs assignment 
before patent 


should be repealed and the entry- 
man should be required to live for 
not less than two years at home on 
the land before patent issues. Oth- 
erwise the desert land law will con- 
tinue to assist speculators and other 
large holders to get control of land 
and water on the public domain by 
indefensible means. 


The commutation clause of the 


homestead act serves, in a majority 
of cases, to defeat the purpose of the 
homestead act itself, which is to fa- 
cilitate 
settlement 
and 
create 


homes. In theory the commutation 
clause should assist the honest set- 
tler, and doubtless in some cases it 
does so. Far more often, it supplies 
the means by which speculators and 
loan and mortgage- companies 
se- 


cure possession" of the land. Actual 
—not constructive—living at home 
on the land for three years should 
be required before commutation, un- 
less it should appear wiser to repeal 
the commutation clause altogether. 


These matters are more fully dis- 


cussed in the report of the public 
lands commission, to which I again 
call your attention. 


President Gravely Concerned. 


I am gravely 'concerned at the ex- 


tremely unsatisfactory condition of 
the public land laws and at the prev- 
alence of fraud under tneir present 
provisions. For much of this fraud 
the present laws are chiefly responsi- 
ble. There is but one way by which 
the fraudulent acquisition of these 
lands can be definitely stopped, and 
therefore I have directed the secre- 
tary of the interior to 
allow 
no 


patent to be issued to public lands 
under any law until by an examina- 
tion on the ground actual compli- 
ance with that law has been found 
to exist. 
Eor.this purpose an In- 


crease of special agents in the gen^ 
eral land officers urgently required: 
unless it is given, bona fide would-be 
settlers will be put to grave incon- 
venience, or else the fraud will In 
large part.go on. Further, the sec- 
retary of the interior should be en 
ahled to employ enough mining ex- 
perts to examine the validity of all 
mineral land claims, and to under- 
take the supervision of and control 
of the use' of the mineral fuels still 
belonging to the United States. The 
present coal law limiting the indi- 
vidual entry to 10 acres puts a pre- 
mium on fraud by maklnK it Impos- 
sible to develop certain types of coal 
fields and yet comply with tho law. 
It IB a scandal to maintain laws 
which sound well, but which rate 
fraud the key without which great 
natural 
resources 
must 
remain 


closed. 
The law should give Indl 


viduals 
and 
corporations 
under

an1: 


control (the details of which 1 shall 
not at present discuss) the right to

My own .belief IB that there there 
should be provision for leasing coal 
oil and gaa rights under proper re 
strlctlons.

vent delays In patenting land claims 
and to conserve the Indispensable 
fuel resources of the nation. 


Rights of Way and Privileges. 


Many of the existing laws affect 


ing rights of way and privileges on 
public lands and 
reservations are 


illogical and unfair. Some work In 
justice by granting valuable rights 
in perpetuity without return. 
Oth 


ers fall to protect the grantee in his 
possession of permanent improve 
ments made at large expense. 
In 


fairness to the government, to th 
holders of rights and privileges on 
the public lands, and to the peopl 
•whom the latter serve. I urge the re 
vision and re-enactment 
of these 


laws In one comprehensive act, pro 
viding that the regulations and the 
charge now in force in many case 
may be extended to all, to the eni 
that unregulated or 
monopolist!'

Private Holdings Within National For 


eits. 


The boundaries of the national for 


est reserves 
unavoidably

progress, looking toward an arrange 
ment by which the forest on rallroa 
lands within national forest reserve 
may be preserved by the removal o 
the present crop of timber unde 
rules prescribed^- the forest serv 
Jce, and its perpetuation may be as 
sured by the transfer of the land t 
the government without cost. Th 
advantage of such an arrangemen 
to the government lies in the acqu 
gltton of lands whose protection ! 
necessary to the general 
welfare 


The advantage to the railroads 
found In the proposal to allow them 
to consolidate their holdings of tim 
Tier within forest reserves 
by ex 


change, after deeding their lands t 
the government, and thus to cu 
within a limited time solid bodies o 
timber instead of alternate section 
although the amount of timber I 
each case would be the same. It I 
possible that legislation will be re 
quired to authorize this or a slmlla 
arrangement with the railroads an 


other owners. If so, I recommend 
that it be enacted. 


Working Capital for the National For- 


est*. 


The money value of the national 


forests now reserved for the use and 
benefit of the people exceeds consid- 
erably the sum of one 
thousand 


millions,of dollars. The stumpage 
value of the standing timber ap- 
proaches seven hundred million dol- 
lars, and together with the range 
and timber lands, the water for irri- 
gation and power, and the subsid- 
iary values, reaches an 
amount 


equal to that of the national prop- 
erty now under the immediate con- 
trol of the army and navy together. 
But this vast domain Is 
withheld 


from serving the nation as freely 
and fully as it might by the lack of 
capital to develop it. The yearly 
running expenses are 
sufficiently 


met by the 
annual 
appropriation 


and the proceeds of the forests. Un- 
der the care of the forest service 
the latter are increasing at the rate 
of mo^e than half a million dollars 
a year; the estimate of appropria- 
tion for the present year is less than 
for last year; and it Is confidently 
expected that by 1910 
the forest 


service will be entirely self-support- 
ing. 
In the meantime there is the 


most urgent need for trails, fences, 
cabins for the rangers, bridges, tele- 
phone lines and the other items of 
equipment without which reserves 
cannot be handled to advantage, can- 
not be protected properly, and can- 
not contribute as they should to the 
general welfare. 
Expenditures for 


such permanent improvements are 
properly chargeable to capital 
ac- 


count. The lack of reasonable work- 
ing equipment weakens the protec- 
tion of the 
national 
forests 
and 


greatly limits their production. This 
want cannot be supplied from the 
appropriation for running expenses. 
The need is urgent. Accordingly, I 
recommend that the secretary of the 
treasury be authorized to advance 
to the forest service, upon the se- 
curity of the standing timber, an 
amount, say $5,000,(JOO, sufficient to 
provide a reasonable working capital 
for the national forests, to bear In- 
terest and to be repaid In annual in- 
stalments beginning In ten years. 


Transfer of the National P»rkt. 


The national parks of the west 


are forested and they lie without ex- 
ception within or adjacent to 
na- 


tional forest reserves. Two years 
ago the latter were transferred to the 
care of the secretary of agriculture, 
with the most satisfactory results. 
The same reasons which led to this 
transfer make advisable a similar 
transfer of the national parks, now 
In charge of the secretary of the in 
terior, and I recommend legislation 
to that end. 


ndlan Lands. 


Within or adjoining national for- 


ests are considerable areas of Indian 
lands of more value under forest 
than for any other purpose. It would 
aid greatly In putting these lands to 
their best use If the power to create 
national' forest* by proclamation 
were extended to cover them. The 
Indians should be paid the full value 
of any land thus taken for such pur 
poses, from the 
proceeds of 
the 


lands themselves, but such land 
should revert to the Indians If it is 
excluded from national forest use 
before full payment has been made 


Government Control of Grazing. 


The control of grazing In the na- 


tional forests Is an assured success. 
The condition of the range is inr 
proving rapidly, water is being de- 
veloped, much feed formerly wasted 
Is now saved and used, range contro 
version are settled, opposition to the 
grazing fee is practically at an end 
and the stockmen are earnestly sup 
porting the forest service and co 
operating with It effectively for the 
Improvement of the range. 


The situation on the open govern 


ment range Is strikingly different 
Its grazing capacity has probably 
been reduced one-half by over-graz 
Ing. and Is still falling. Range con 
troversles in many places are actlv. 
and bitter, and life and propertj 
are often in danger. The Interesti 
both of the livestock Industry and o 
the government are needlessly 1m 
paired. The present situation is IE 
defensible from any point of view 
and it should be ended. 


I recommend that a bill be enact 


ed which will provide for govern 
ment control of the 
public rangi 


through the department of agrlcul 
ture, which alone Is equipped fo 
that work. Such a bill should in 
sure to each locality rules for graz 
ing specially adapted to its need: 
and should authorize the collection 
of a reasonable grazing fee. Above 
all, the rights of the settler 
an 


•homemaker should 
be absolute!} 


guaranteed. 


Much of the public land can only 


be used for grazing purposes when 
fenced. 
Much fencing has been 


done for that reason, and also t 
prevent other stock owners 
from 


using land to which they have an 
equal right under the law. Reason 
able fencing, which promotes 
th 


use of the range and yet interfere 
neither with settlement nor with oth 
er range rights, would be thorough! 
desirable if It were legal, yet th 
law forbids it, and the law mus 
and will be enforced. I will see t 
it that the illegal fences are remove 
unless,congress, at the present ses 
sion, takes steps to legalize prope 
fencing by government control ' 
the range.

to efficiency. 


Moreover, they attain the position of 
flag officer but a few months before 
they reach the retiring age and have 
no opportunity to perfect themselves 
in the Important duties of the high 
commands pertaining to such rank."
